Butler told a news confer- 
ence: “I don’t believe you can 
compromise on human rights 
~-it is not a political issue.” 
He predicted a showdown on 
the controversy when the 
Democratic national committee 
meets here Dec. 6. 

Referring to himself in the 
third person, Butler said “there 
may be some motion of cen- 
sure of the national chairman 
for his statements on civil 
rights.” He added that he 
would tell the national com- 
mittee when it meets whether 
he wants to stay on as chair- 
man or resign. 

He said he already has made 
his decision, but reporters were 
unable to pry it out of him. 
He advised them with a smile 
to watch his actions between 
now and Dec. 6 for a hint of 
his plans. Still smiling, he 
added that he enjoys his work. 

Television Ultimatum,

Any governmental co-ordina- 
tion plan affecting present 
school districts in St. 
county will be overwhelmingly 
rejected by the voters, H. M. 
Stolar warned the Metropolitan 
Board of Freeholders last 
night. 

Freeholder Stolar, attorney 
and former president of the St. 
Louis Board of Education, 
said: “There are a lot of peo- 
ple, especially in the county, 
who are extremely sensitive 
about their school districts. If 
there is a chance a plan will 
result in a consolidated school 
district, 1 am convinced’ mas- 
sive opposition will kill the 
proposal.” °

Single-Government Plan. 

Most of the arguments 
swirled about a proposal for | 
a county municipal govern- 
ment, made by freeholder | 
chairman Charles F. Vatterott | 
Jr., vice chairman Richard D. | 
Shewmaker and James S. Mc- 
Clellan. Shewmaker and Mc- 
Clellan are attorneys and Vat- 
terott is a real estate devel- 
oper. 

Their plan is to use the bare 
legal framework at present 
making St. Louis a dual ¢dity- 
county entity, on which to 
build a new-single government 
for both St. Leuis and St. 
Louis county. 

The proposal appeared to be 
gaining an impressive number 
of supporters among the free- 
holders until McRoberts point- 
ed out a legal by-product not 
anticipated by the plan's au- 
thors. 

He directed attention to a 
state statute that could be con-| 
strued to mean the proposed 
consolidated area would have | 
to constitute a single school 
district. 

Raises Earnings Tax Issue. 


Freeholder Bryan Purteet, 
advocate of a metropolitan dis- 
trict plan and critic of the 
Shewmaker - McClellan - Vat- 
terott proposal mounted his 
attack principally on the school 
district phase. He also ques- 
tioned whether residents 
throughout the consolidated 
area automatically would be 
subject to the St. Louis earn- 
ings -tax. 

“This matter raises so many 
legal praplems requiring court 
decisions that it is extremely 
imprudent to adopt such a 
plan,” Purteet said. 

In rebuttal, Shewmaker 
hammered hard on state con- | 
stitutional provisions declaring 
that a plan evolved by the 
freeholders shall become the 
organic law of the area, “and 
shall take the place of and su- 
percede all laws, charter pro- 
visions and ordinances incon- 
sistent therewith.” 

The freeholders only have to 
be certain that any plan draft- 
ed explicitly expresses what 
their intentions are regarding 
school districts and other mat- 
ters, he contended. The statute 
relating to a single school dis- 
trict, and the ordinance au- 
thorizing the city’s earnings 
tax are subject to adjustment 
under constitutional provisions 
and legislative action, Shew- 
maker said. 

Voter Acceptability. 


Stolar at the outset said his 
questions were designed to 
bear on “voter acceptability” 
of the plan. Did the sponsors 
feel a responsibility to attempt 
to gauge voter acceptability in | 
advocating the proposal, he 
asked. 

Vatterott and McClellan said 
yes. Shewmaker said Stolar’s | 
“academic question” was one 
that had troubled freeholder

An electrical contractor, 
Charles Bobe, testified for the 
plaintiffs that he examined the 
electrical work in the residence 
and concluded that it would 
have cost $960 and taken, 134- 
man-hours to complete. 


Dr. MeCaffery had insisted 
the two school electricians 
spent only 72 hours at the res- 
idence and that he paid only 
$354 for the labor and ma- 
terials. 

A plumbing contractor, Louis 
A. Gilmore, testified for the 
plaintiffs that the plumbing 
work would have cost at least 
$555 and taken 80 hours of 
work, on the basis of his in- 
spection, Dr. McCaffery had 
said he paid $384 for materials 
and labor and that a plumber 
spent only 32 hours working 
on the project.

ALDERMEN GET 


BILL 10 BOOST | 


A bill to increase water rates 
from the present $12 te $18 
a year for unmetered residen- 
tial customers was introduced | 
in the Board of Aldermen to- 
day. 

The unmetered users consti- 
tute the great bulk of residen- 
tial consumers. However, some 
residential users on meters | 
would get rises of about 40 per 
cent annually on the average. | 
Rates for industrial and com- | 
mercial customers would be in- 
creased from 35 to 70 per cent, 
depending on the volume used. 

The measures were among a | 
group of bills introduced by | 
Alderman Joseph Noel (Dem.), | 
Twenty-seventh Ward, at the | 
request of the Water Division. | 

The rate increase had been 
recommended by an engineer- | 
ing and an auditing firm after | 
‘studies of the water system | 


here. Water Commissioner | 
Conway B. Briscoe has stated | 
that even the increased rates | 
will be the lowest in the na-— 
tion for cities of comparable | 


size. 
- Other bills offered by Noel | 
call for the sale of $7,500,000 
in revenue bonds which were 


authorized in 1944 for general 
improvement of the water sys- 
tem. The bonds would be pay- 
able only from water revenues 
and would not be a general 
obligation of the city. Before 
the bonds can be sold, how- 
ever, the rates must be in- 
creased to assure a market for 
the bonds. 

One companion measure. 
would appropriate $4,000,000 | 
from the proceeds of these 
bonds for the installation of 
new 78-inch welded steel pipes 
now being stored until funds 
are available. They would con- 
stitute new high-pressure con- 
duits from the Chain of Rocks 
Water Works to the Baden and 
Bissell Point pumping stations. 

They would replace present 
conduits that bring the water 
by gravity from Chain of Rocks 
to the two pumping stations 
where it is pumped out through 
the city’s distribution system. 
When the new conduits are 
completed, the pressure will be 
applied at Chain of Rocks and 
the two pumping stations will 
be abandoned. Another con- 
duit will run directly to south 
St. Louis to relieve low pres- 
sure complaints in some areas 
there. 

Another appropriation meas- 
ure from the same source of 
funds would make $700,000 | 
available to complete the | 
changeover of the Chain of | 
Rocks pumps from steam to. 
electricity. Another bill would 
appropriate $1,400,000 for a 
new coagulant house at Chain | 
of Rocks. 


~ All these projects are part of 
an overall program begun in 
the 1930s to rehabilitate the 
water system here at a cost 
of about $35,000,000. 

The Board of Aldermen also 
rejected by a vote of 20 to 6 a | 
measure calling for a 35-mile | 
an hour speed limit on major | 
streets, and a 25-mile Hmit on 
secondary streets. The present | 
speed limit is 30 miles an hour.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7 (UPI)— 
Premier Khrushchev promised 
Soviet citizens “‘the world’s top | 
living standard” in the not-too- | 
distant future in a speech to- 
day marking the forty-first an- 
niversary of the Bolshevik rev- 
olution. 

Khrushchev spoke at a re- 
ception at the Kremlin. Earlier, 
the public cerebration in Red 
square included one of the 
most moderate military pa- 
rades seen here in decades. 

The main theme of Khrush- 
chev’s address was on the in- 
dustrial achievements of Rus- 
seia and the other Communist 
countries. 

He said “we do not need 
war” to accomplish Soviet aims 
and attacked what he termed 
the “brink of war” and “posi- 
tion of strength” policies “car- 
ried out by (Secretary of State 
John Foster) Dulles and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.” 

Khrushchev said “even our 
professed evil-wishers . . . can 
no longer deny the giant suc- 
cesses of the Soviet Union and 
all the countries of the social- 
ist camp.” He said the “im- 
perialists are afraid” of Rus- 
sia’s growing economic. 
strength. | 

“We are quite convinced that 
the day is not far off when the 
Soviet Union will take first 
place in the world in absolute | 
production and in per capita | 
production; this will secure for | 
our peoples the world’s top 
living standard,” he said. / 

The keynote of the parade | 
and of the popular demonstra- 
tions by 500,000 Russians that 
followed it was on economic 
and technical progress of the 
past year. 

Even Defense Minister Ro- 
dion Y. Malinovsky stressed 
the achievements of industry, 
science and agriculture in his 
address to the massed troops. 
He said among other things 
that Russia had just harvested 
the biggest crop in its his- 
tory. 

Malinovsky did take the oc- 
casion to warn that Soviet 
armed forces are ready to “‘de- 
liver a retaliatory crushing 
blow if the aggressor launches 
war.” Premier Khrushchev and 
Polish Communist party chair- 
man Wladyslaw Gomulka 
shared the platform as he 
spoke. 

The march past of picked 
units of the Moscow garrison 
represented all the armed 
services and lasted only 15 
minutes compared with the 
hour-long parades in the days 
of Joseph Stalin. The air force 
did not hold its usual flypast. 

No new weapons were pa- 
raded today. 

In contrast.to last November, 
with its impressive display of 
large rockets, only conven- 
tional weapons and a few small 
rocket launchers appeared in 
the parade. There were tracked 
artillery pieces and personnel 
carriers but no tanks. 

Khrushchev appeared on Red 
square at 10 minutes before 
10 a.m. and walked briskly 
up the steps to the parapet of 
the Lenin-Stalin mausoleum, 
followed by Gomulka, Presi- 
dent Voroshilov and other top 
Soviet leaders. Khrushchev 

smiled and waved his hat 
toward the diplomatic corps 
assembled below. 

The square below glittered 
with red flags and bunting in 
the cold November sunlight. A 
giant portrait of Lenin domi- 
nated the scene. There were 
slogans glorifying the revolu- 
tion and Soviet economic and 
scientific achievements, 


Red China’s Leaders Thank 
Russia for Support. 
TOKYO, Nov. 7 (AP)—Red 
China’s leaders thanked the 
Soviet Union today for “power- 
ful support” received in the 
Formosa strait crisis and said 
“we are never afraid of war.” 
The Peiping radio said 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung, Prime | 
Minister Chou En-lai and Liu | 
Shoa-chi, chairman of the | 
standing committee of the Na- | 
tional People’s Congress, joint- | 
ly cabled greetings to Soviet | 
Premier Khrushchev and Pres- | 
ident Voroshilov on the forty- 
first Russian revolution anni- 
versary. A broadcast quoted 
the message as saying in part: 

“The Chinese people re- 
ceived powerful support from 
the Soviet people in the strug- | 
gle against the United States | 
imperialists’ invasion and oc- 
cupation of China’s territory | 
of Taiwan and the Taiwan 
straits. The Chinese people | 
express their profound thanks 
for this. 

“We are making every effort | 
to strive for peace, but we are 
never afraid of war. If the 
imperialists dare to impose war 
on us, it will only accelerate 
their own utter destruction.”

Construction 
Costs Ease 
Upward 


NEW YORK — Construction 
costs continue to move up mod- 
estly, with slightly more push 
than last spring, but lacking the 
“umph” of their skyrocketing 
from 1941 to early 1957. At 
2.52 times 1941 now, it is prob- 


able that costs will approxémate 
2.65 by a year from now—or 5 
per cent higher. 

Commenting upon the signif- 
icance of information received 
from several] hundred sources 
in 48 states, Myfon L. Mat- 
thews, manager-editor, the 
Dow Real Estate Valuation Cal- 
culator, an F. W. Dodge Corp. 
service, says: “Another way of 
saying this is that the prewar 
$7500 house costing $18,900 to- 
day will carry a tag about $1000 
higher by November 1959. The 
*41 building dollar ‘buys 40 
cents worth currently, which 
means thé buyer must put up 
$2.52 to do the work $1 did 
before. It appears that this ra- 
tio can be expected to rise 13 
cents during the next 12 months 


to $2.65. Generally speaking the- 


same increases apply to non- 
residential buildings such as 
offices, schools, etc., and when 
we are thinking about these 
things, builders tell us, we 
should not forget that construc- 
tion packages, whether they are 
houses or schools or something 
else, are usually more complete 
packages than were produced 
17 years ago.” 

Of the two major components 
of construction cost measured 
—materials and labor at the 
site of construction—labor, as 


has come to be expected, has % 
once again exhibited the great- 


er strength. In the last six 
months building material prices 
to builders have not changed 
in 80 of 142 major reporting 


cities and their environs. Slight : 


decreases are reported in 21 
other places and in a minority 
of 41 places prices are a little 
higher. In contrast labor has 
risen in 121 places and 21 are 
unchanged for the recent half 
year. 

Combining the influences of 
both material prices and base 
hourly wage rates for all places, 
costs have gone up in 110 of 
the cities, remained static in 
27, and dropped slightly in five. 

These observations do not 
hold uniformly true in ¢@ach of 
the cost-sampling cities — it’s 
just the way the average hap- 
pen to work out. Nationally, 
over-all cost increases since 
prewar 1941 range from 122 
per cent to 216 per cent for an 
average of 152 per cent. 

In Distriet 1, which is met- 
ropolitan New York - New 
Jersey, 15 cities report over-all 
increases from 123 to 159 per 
cent compared to the prewar 
year. Currently these places 
have cost levels from the same 
as New York to 12 per cent 
less. District 2, New England 
states, 20 cities, shows increas- 
es for the 17 years from 127 to 
216 per cent and from 2 to 29 
per cent under New York for 
individual places.

District 6, Rocky 
Mountain and Pacific Coast 
states, shows increases from 
134 to 181 per cent and local 
city levels from one to 19 per 
eent under New York. Thus 
western U. S. increases range 
from 127 to 181 per cent and 
the local places run from one 
to 21 per cent under New York.

has been reached, according to 
Eugene P. Conser. AS execU- 
tive vice president of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards, Conser spoke te 
the Riverside Board of Realtors, 


He came to California te 
prepare for the fifty-first an- 
nual convention of NAREB 
which is expected to attract 
more than 5000 realtors from 
all parts of the nation to San 
Francisco. The convention 
starts tomorrow. Many St. 
Louis, Mo., realtors are to be 
in attendance. 


“There can be no question 
but that federal policy is and 
will continue to be a control- 
ling factor in determining both 
the availability and the cost of 
mortgage funds,” he _ stated. 
“There is certain to be a bal- 
ance, however, during the next 
several months between the 
policies which the Federal Re- 
serve Board might pursue in 
discouraging inflationary trends 
and the policies which the 
Treasury authorities must of 
necessity adopt in order to at- 
tain a receptive market for 
absorption of a considerable 
volume of financing necessary 
to. carry the federal debt. 

“A favorable market 
mortgages is necessary to the 
continuing recovery of our 
economy during the ensuing 
months,” Conser continued. “If 
recovery continues at the pres- 
ent rapid pace, our monetary 
authorities may be impelled to 
restrict credit, but they will 
hesitate to adopt policies, the 
major impact of which falls 
primarily on the home mort- 
gage field as happened last 
year,” he predicted. “An ac- 
tive real estate and home 
building market is essential in 
maintaining our economy. 
Therefore, methods will be 
adopted insofar as possible to 
attract continued investment in 
homes, which is not of itself 
inflationary, while restricting 
those forms of consumer credit 
which tend to further infla- 
tion.” 

Although the near-future 
outlook is for a continuation of 
favorable mortgage terms, 
eventually money will become 
more restricted and more cost- 
ly, Conser stated, if another 
period of inflation sets in, as 
is widely predicted. The nation 
cannot continue to refund the 
federal debt of 280 billion dol- 
lars and maintain necessary 
monetary controls without cre- 
ating successive waves of in- 
flation and of recession, he 
said, with each succeeding 
wave tending to follow more 
closely upon the other. 

“The management of the 
federal debt is a new and con- 
trolling factor in our economy 
since World War II when some 
205 billion dollars of the pres- 
ent debt was incurred,” Conser 
advised. “Since there is no 
prospect that any major part of 
the federal debt will be retired 
in the foreseeable future, but 
rather that it will increase in 
the next several years, the 
country must face the prospect 
of recurring threats of infla- 
tion,” he said.

Answer on the Barracks 


Nowhere in your editorials on 
the Barracks housing project do 
show that the proposal which 
submitted to the housing au- 
thority on Oct. 25 developed from 
work I undertook at the request 
of Supervisor Matthews. 


And this was done only after 
the County Council, by a vote of 
6 to 0, decided that public hous- 
ing at Jefferson Barracks was & 
mistake; after 20,000 countians de- 
manded that the issue be put up 
to a vote; after both candidates 
for. Congress from that district 
and both candidates for Super- 
visor had all gone on record that 
public housing at Jefferson Bar- 
racks is a mistake that should be 
corrected. 


In your editorial you implied 
that the only way the problem 
at the Barracks can be corrected 
is by stopping the project by in- 
voking the Phillips Amendment 
to the housing act. That is not 
so. As to the “financial liability 
of $500,000 or more,” that too is 
utterly ridiculous. 


The builder of the project does 
not even at this date have a per- 
mit, nor has any work outside of 
grading been started. Besides thi 
the housing authority has capita 
reserves (cash and government 
bonds) in the amount of $200,000 
on hand, plus about 50 acres of 
land outside of the site of the 
p d project which the hous- 
ing authority conservatively esti- 
mates is worth per acre 
($250,000) plus the 28 acres, the 
plans and contract which they 
could sell to one of several pri- 
vate enterprise groups, certainly 
at cost, if not at a profit. 


So instead of having a liability 
of $500,000 in this project, if 
turned into a private en rise 
operation, the residents St. 
Louis county would have a hous- 
ing authority with assets of 
sibly one-quarter to one-half a 
million do on hand,

t is possible, and it certainly is. 

Also, since I am sure that private 

enterprise is the only answer to 

large scale urban renewal, I in- 

tend to continue working toward 

this goal.

Time for Reflection 


It is not surprising that the 
“progressively educated” voters 
of Missouri failed to approve 
such a simple, proved concept as 
branch banking.

But then the proponents of 
“Show Me” will have ample time 
for reflection as they stand in the 
long lines to partake of the poor 
resources of their nineteenth-cen- 
tury banking system.

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Born in 1947, the first Commission on Or- 
ganization of the Executive Branch of the 
Government led to creation of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare and, 
the General Services Agency, and to numer- 
ous other administrative improvements. Not 
all the reforms that looked good at the time 
have stood up well in practice, however. No- 
tably, giving the President power to desig-. 
nate the chairmen of certain regulatory agen- 
cies, and giving those chairmen authority to 
run the day-to-day business of the agencies, 
looked like an aid to efficiency, but has 
turned out to be an impairment of independ- 
ence. On the whole, though, the results of 
the first Hoover commission were meritorious. 


There were several reasons for these for- 
tunate results. An atmosphere of even-hand- 
edness was established from the outset by 
President Truman’s appointment of a Repub- 
lican former President, Herbert Hoover, to 
head the work. Mr. Hoover, in his turn, tried 
to avoid partisanship in his public utterances 
and in the composition and labors of the task 
forces under him. The objective was one 
which could receive bipartisan support: to 
improve the functioning of government. Be- 
cause of all these factors the commission’s rec- 
ommendations enjoyed an exceptional amount 
of public and congressional acceptance. 

en the second Hoover commission was 
created, in 1953, every salutary lesson learned 
in the history of the first was ignored. The 


stated objective was to recommend the drop- . 


ping of certain existing functions of govern- 
ment, particularly if “competitive with private 
enterprise.” Or as a co-author of the legisla- 
tion creating the commission said, “This will 
give us an opportunity at last to reverse the 
trend of the last 20 years.” 

Instead of an equal division of Republicans 
and Democrats as in the first commission, the 
second commission was composed of seven 
Republicans and five Democrats. Its task 
forces were stacked with partisans of Mr. 
Hoover’s extreme-right point of view. The 
largest and costliest task force, on Water Re- 
sources and Power, was headed by Adm. Ben 
Moreell, president of Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp., who said, “Actually, the second com- 
mission had an implied mandate to suggest 
ways and means of getting the country out of 
the socialistic mess it is in.”

The commission turned its guns on TVA, 
REA and public power in general; on urban 
renewal, on all the government’s lending ac- 
tivities, and on everything else it regarded as 
“the socialistic mess” of the New Deal, the 
Fair Deal and the Eisenhower extensions of 
those major reforms. 

So extreme were many of its proposals that 
they were denounced by the Administration’s 
own members on the commission and no mem- 
oo of Congress could be found to introduce 

em. 

This performance by the second Hoover 
commission, of propaganda and invective 
largely, cost the United States Treasury 4%- 
million dollars; more than twice as much as 
the first commission spent. There have been 
some incidental benefits along the way, like 
the new budgeting procedures to enable Con- 
gress to retain control year after year of long- 
term appropriations, But by and large the 
second Heover commission's record was about 
as poor as the first’s was good. 


Civic Step in East St. Louis 


East St. Louis residents are to be congratu- 
lated on the overwhelming vote which they 
gave to the urban renewal proposal in this 
week's election. Thanks to this demonstration 
of civic concern, $300,000 in bonds will be 
issued by East St. Louis as its one-third share 
of paying the cost, with the Federal Govern- 
ment, of land clearance and urban renewal.

to downtown East St. Louis—bounded by 
Broadway and Missouri avenues and Fifth and 
Thirteenth streets.

How Much Defense Waste? 


How much waste, favoritism and influence 
peddling is there in the business of national 
defense? The next session of Congress ought 
to make a serious effort to find out. The 


- General Accounting Office has mtet steady re- 


sistance from the Air Force in its effort to 
check into the ballistic missile program, on 
which some 10 billion dollars have been 
spent. And now a new book, “U.S.A.—Sec- 
ond-Class Power?” by Drew Pearson and Jack 
Anderson raises uneasy suspicions. 

Although some sources are not given and 
some allegations are not buttressed, the Pear- 
son-Anderson book could be the starting point 
of a searching inquiry. 

In attacking cost-plus contracts, Pearson 
cites Chrysler. In an 11-month period ending 
Oct. 24, 1955, Chrysler bought 395 little hand- 
made metal clamps for the Jupiter missile at 
prices “ranging recklessly from $20.68 to 
$47.78 apiece.” Competitive bidding cut the 
price to $2.52. The book quotes GAO as re- 
porting: “Our review of Chrysler’s procure- 
ment of 27 parts used in missile production 
disclosed that unreasonably high costs re- 
sulted. . . . The prime contractor has little 
incentive to strive for economy in his sub- 
contracting where, as in these cases, the prime 
contract is of the cost-plus-a-fixed-fee type 
under which the prime contractor does not 
share in cost reduction.” 

Indicating that Reaction Motors and Thio- 
kol Chemical Corporation were well-qualified 
by experience to make the Polaris submarine 
missile, Pearson offers this explanation of 
how Aerojet, far less experienced in solid 
fuels, got the contract: Dan Kimball, while 
Secretary of the Navy, was accused of having 
a financial interest in Aerojet. a

Rhode Island Fires a Governor 

Elections in little Rhode Island are not 
often of national interest, but the defeat of 
Gov. Dennis J. Roberts, Democrat, must have 
been satisfying news all over the country. 
Two years ago Gov. Roberts trailed Republi- 
can Christopher Del Sesto by more than 5000 
votes. In order to hang onto his seat Gov. 
Roberts went to the State Supreme Court in 
a move to invalidate shut-in and absentee bal- 
lots cast against him before election day. The 
court; which was dominated by Gov. Roberts, 
did his bidding to the extent of invalidating 
4954 of these ballots. Thus was Gov. Roberts 
declared the winner by 711 votes. That was 
in 1956. The voters of the state resolved then 
and there to square accounts in 1958. Last 
Tuesday Republican Christopher Del Sesto ran 
against Gov. Roberts for a second time. Every 
Democrat seeking state office was elected ex- 
cept one. He was Dennis Roberts. He asked 
for repudiation and he got exactly what was 
coming to him. 


The Pope Meets the Press 

It is just barely possible that John XXIII 
may come to be known as “the newspaper- 
men’s pope.” At least he seems assured of a 
good press, judging by his first meeting with 
some 500 correspondents. For the Vatican, 
the affair was surprisingly informal and jo- 
vial. And few reporters could be unhappy 
about as light a rebuke as the one he ad- 
ministered: 

I will confess to you that reading as I do 
all the I even find it —— 
to read all stories about myself .. . 
and those allegedly revealing the secrets of 
the conclave put me in a truly good mood 
for the entire day... . Although there were 
hardly two lines which conformed with the 
truth, you could see that the efforts to in- 
form the public came from the heart... . 
It is understandable that journalists at times 
make mistakes... . 


All this, said with a chuckle which indi- 
cated that such things will happen, inevitably 
created the appreciation that goes out to a 
man who understands that you have your 
problems—and who reads your stories. Writ- 
ers like nobody half so much as a reader. 

The first meeting with the press was in 
line with the Pope’s request to the editor of 
the Vatican newspaper, Osservatore Romano, 
to avoid fancy adjectives and fancy titles. In 
his note he said: “It would be much better 
to write ‘The Pope has done this’ and “The 
Pontiff has said that.’” Well, this is the man 
who could take a glass of champagne with 
French village officials and laugh heartily at 
a joke with the Soviet ambassador in Paris. 
The chances are that, had he somehow found 
a career in New York politics, he would have 
been a cinch to carry the Bronx and Harlem, 
too.

Americans are always ready to be- 
lieve the worst of those who aspire 
to operate their government, wheth- 
er at the local or state or national 
level.

I have 
never observed people who work 
harder than politicians, Their day 
is never done. 


Individual acts of political bravery 
are constantly taking place—and with 
comparatively scant recognition. Sen- 
ator William Knowland, facing the 
stiffest kind of political competition 
in his home state, voted against an 
amendment to boost Social Security 
increases. Despite much virulent sen- 
timent in Texas against the school 
desegregation decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, Senators Lyndon John- 
son and Ralph Yarborough voted in 
opposition to those who would have 
fettered the Court in its future au- 


thority to review such matters. Re- 
gardiess of how one looks upon the 
merits of these acts, one can only 
respect the political independence 
and courage shown in them. 

How can the politician in America 
be given greater stature and dignity? 

Schools and universities should 
place far more emphasis on the pure- 
ly political aspects of government. 
Students must be made to realize 
that the founders and the saviors of 
the nation were, in their day and 
time, politicians. 

Greater responsibility should be 
lodged in a relatively few top policy-

AL ROTH of Washington, 
and Tobias Stone, a brilliant 
and original pair of bridge 
players, have just written a 
clear and exciting book on 
their system, which has won 
so many national champion- 
ships for them and their fol- 
lowers. Called “Bridge Is a 
Partnership Game,” the book 
is published by E. P. Dutton 
& Co., Inc., New York. 

The Roth-Stone System, 
which is being used by many 
top experts both in this coun- 
try and in Europe, is a high- 
style system of bidding which 
includes, among other calls, 
these seven departures from 
standard bidding: 

1. Fourteen-point opening 
bids. 

2. Five-card major suit open- 


ngs. 

3. Opening psychics to di- 
rect a lead. 

4. Pre-emptive (weak) jump 
overcalls. 

5. Weak two-bids. 

6. Single major raise 10-12 
points, ; 

7. Jump responses and jump 
free bids weak (less than six 
points). 

The newest and most orig- 
inal call in the system is the 
Roth-Stone Double, which 
eliminates the direct penalty 
double of a suit overcal!. Not- 
ing that present-day opponents 
tend not to overcall an open- 
ing bid with a “broken” suit 
and more frequently use pre- 
emptive overcalls, Roth and 
Stone decided that a double by 
the partner of the opener for 
penalties was a “wasted bid.”

ONE of the most effective 
ways to prevent condensa- 
tion — sweating or frosti 
-—of window glass is to insta 
storm windows. Storm win- 
dows reduce heat loss through 
windows by a considerable de- 
gree but in many cases their 
major importance is the reduc- 
tion of condensation. 

As we've said so many times 
before, condensation occurs 
when warm moist air strikes a 
cold surface like a pane of 
window glass. Now, no matter 
how you slice it, it’s difficult 
if not impossible to get the air 
inside your house so dry that 
condensation will never occur 
on window glass.

He said that his own son, 
who was killed in World War 
II, had been married to a Jew- 
ess and that Jews in Russia 
were given all opportunifies for 
education and for careers. 

The Russians, he said, had 
voted for creation of the State, 
of Israel but he now felt that 
Israel must change its policies 
and be less aggressive. 


“The fact that the Soviet 
Union has given arms to Syria,” 
I replied, “may be one of the 
reasons that the Israelis feel a 
sense of insecurity and there- 
fore show . aggressive ten- 
dencies.”

Survey on Who Diets and Reasons Why

NEW YORK, Nov. 7. 


DO YOU THINK you have 
a weak character because you 
can’t stick to a diet? 

According to a recent study 
of the psychology of dieting, 
the back-sliding dieter is usu- 
ally a more positive person 
than the dieter who succeeds. 

The Center for Research in 
Marketing, a motivational re- 
search firm in Peekskill, N. Y., 
recently completed an exhaus- 
tive study of who diets and 
why, for a dietetic food com- 
pany. It was based on a series 
of interviews “in depth” with 
400 average citizens—a “rep- 
resentative cross-section,” not 
people with acute obesity 
problems. 


As to who diets, the survey 
found just about everybody 
does. “Our image of the suc- 
cessful person has changed,” 
said Paul Fine, psychologist 
and executive vice president of 
the center. “Fifty years ago 
in this country, and even today 
among the older generation in 
Europe, the popular idea of 
the successful, important man 
was the fat man. 

“Today, it's completely re- 
versed. The prestige image is 


the Gary Cooper man, the 
fashion-model girl. 
“Unfortunately, gourmet 


food and wine are also part 
of the popular idea of the 
good life. The tall, handsome, 
thin American also has to 
eat and drink well. Conse- 
quently, the ‘normally over- 
weight person’ includes al- 
most everybody. Dieting has 
become the norm.” 


The survey breaks dieters 
down into categories. Aside 
‘from the rational eatér. who 
plans his intake of food sen- 
sibly and stays at his proper 
weight with no emotional 
stress (this type is very rare), 
there are three problem cate- 
gories. 

The oral incorporative eater 
is the extrovert who eats and 
drinks because it’s fun, and 
also rushes to the icebox when 
he’s upset for a reassuring 
snack. He becomes periodi- 
cally appalled by his weight, 
goes on some sort of diet for 
a short time, hates it, and gives 


The oral passive eater ab- 
sorbs nourishment like a clam 
on the ocean floor. “Picture 
him,” said Fine, “sitting be- 
fore the television set, devour- 
ing beer and potato chips that

some one brings him.” This 
type eats constantly out of a 
sense of futility, often becomes 
an alcoholic. He, or she, has 
periodic desires to put himself 
in the hands of a doctor, re- 
ducing salon or other outside 
agency that will thin him down 
without effort on his part. He 
invariably sneaks away and 
starts eating again. 

The third type is the so- 
cial dieter. This is the per- 
son, almost invariably a 
woman, and not too much 
bverweight to start with, 
who tries every fad diet that 
comes along, keeps herself 
down to skin and bone, and 
talks about dieting constant- 
ly. Dieting becomes a way 
of life and she enjoys it 
thoroughly. 

The oral incorporative and 
oral passive are the most com- 
mon types. And, according 
to Fine, they are not com- 

pletely the spineless creatures 
they seem to be. 

“For them,” he said, “eating 
is the one way they can con- 
trol their environment. Today, 
the individual doesn’t have 
much control over most areas 
of his life, but feeding himself 
is one area he controls com- 
pletély. 

“The woman who, in mo- 
ments of stress, rushed to the 
icebox, is taking a positive 
step in her own interests. She 
is exercising control. She is 
doing something positive. When 
she goes off the diet a doctor 
has prescribed, she has fought 
with herself and won. She 
may be overweight, but she is 
independent. 

“On the other hand, the so- 
cial dieter is the perfect ex- 
ample of the person who has 
given up self for the sake of 
appearance. She doesn’t know 
what she wants, is guided only 
by what she thinks others ex- 
pect. She has given up all 
control and has a need to be 
controlled. Making a fetish of 
dieting is the only way she can 
feel secure. ; 

For dieters caught 
one of these 
traps, the results of the study 
don't hold too much hope. “If 
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the oral Incorporative and oral 
passive types could find other 
areas of control—maybe omni- 
vorous reading—they'd be bet- 
ter off,” Fine said. “With 
them, rigorous dieting is 
bound to fail. The best ap- 
pfoach is to understand the 
problem, and try to plan meals 
that are. reasonably low calo- 
rie but still attractive and 
good. Or else, just decide to 
be slightly overweight and 
happy.”

Society of Brothers 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7. 

I ENJOYED a most inferesting experience last Monday 
when I visited a community near Rifton, N.Y., wherein lives 
the Society of Brothers, and viewed their way of life. 

This is a community of people who claim no denomina- 
tional labels but who, having similar basic religious beliefs, 
come together and try to live according to the ways they 
think were taught by the early Christians. There are a num- 
ber of these communities in different parts of the world— 
in Uruguay, Paraguay, England, Germany, Canada and the 
United States. 

Everyone in the group works, men and women alike, 
and everything is owned in common, but family life is high- 
ly prized and a certain amount of private life is encour- 
aged. Each family has an apartment adequate to its needs, 
but washing and toilet facilities serve several apartments. 

One or two membership meetings is held each week, 
during which each member requests the things he needs, 
and the community as a group decides on the wisdom of the 
request, 


They maintain that life must be lived with sat- 
isfaction and joy. And though they believe that 
people should be content with the necessities of 
life they are not averse to considering that pleas- 
ures also should enter into the scheme of existence. 


In Rifton the major financial support comes from mak- 


ing educational toys. These are made from fine, well-sea- | {::-. ; 
soned wood, and since they are meant for groups to play bis 
The toys | i”: 


with they are particularly strong and enduring. 
are sold to nursery schools, kindergartens and institutions 
of all kinds. One most unusual product they have devel- 
oped is a cradle that can rock in any direction and two or 
three children can sit in it and do the rocking. This has 
been particularly successful with blind children. 


Their blocks for building are of such good size that I | fies 


should imagine a child would think he was building some- 
thing permanent. The little dolls’ houses, which are built 
in units and can be arranged in several different ways to 
the delight of the youngster, are inexpensive and very sim- 
ple but ample enough to lend themselves to furnishing with 
doll furniture. 

We lunched with our hosts and found the food excel- 
lent. The lamb stew was delicious and there was plenty of 
it, with plenty of vegetables and good biscuits with butter 
and marmalade. We were offered milk or water to drink, 
and then we were told that they can afford whole milk only 
for the children. So I gathered it was powdered milk that 
was served to the elders, though I did not take it. One of 
the brothers read during the meal, and there was commu- 
nity singing. 


The elementary school which we visited 
seemed to be exceptionally well run. The older 
children go to the high school in Kingston, and I 
think there must surely be a period of adjustment 
for them. For this is a religious community which 
people can join only on a voluntary basis and 
where peace of heart and mind is emphasized. This 
makes a rather remarkable atmosphere in which to 
bring up children. 


The village of Rifton has taken the Society of Brothers 
in as friends. And this was proven last winter when it re- 
placed one of the group's main buildings which had burned 
down. This, of course, also means that all have been good 


neighbors.

FIRST OF ALL our [ 
ment of Amplification must 
add a note to the recent col- 
umn about autumn color. Since 
that column appeared we have 
had a regular rash of bright 
red sugar maples, deep red 

as trees and rich rus- 
set oaks on the hillsides and in 
the valleys. Thus a trip through 
the Ozarks even at this late 
date will not be a disappoint- 
ing experience. 

What we believe happened 
is that the hard freezes on the 
last nights of September fin- 


_ished off the foliage that had 
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started turning, changing it to 
brown and causing it to drop 
off. Many trees, however, were 
still green at that time and 
these are going through their 
normal cycle. Yet on the whole, 
I would mark this as the least 
brilliant autumn in_ several 
years. 

This really should be a time 
of leisure here at Possum Trot. 
Once the small grain and pas- 
ture seedings are in and the 
corn is gathered and in the 
crib, farm work lets up. The 
cattle are still out on grass 
and there should be a slowing 
down of activity; time to fish 
the Big Pond and watch the 
fall migration of songbirds 
and: waterfowl as the birds 
head south. 

Yet somehow, October al- 
ways ends up being one of the 
busiest months of the year. All 
of the conservation organiza- 
tions whose activities have 
been in abeyance during the 
summer have started up again. 
Meetings are a dime a dozen, 
each of them earnest and with 
a purpose. Hardly a day goes 
by that we don’t have to send 
back a Postcard or two saying 
“Sorry, we're weaning the 
calves this week”—or some- 
thing equally important. Yet 
we can’t do this to all of them 
and so find ourselves away 
— the farm more than we 

e 


As for the days when we 
are home—and this is ac- 
tually a majority of the time 
—these seem busiest of all. 
More and more midwestern- 
ers, some of them city folk 
but also many farmers, seem 
to go a’traveling in autumn. 
It is a popular’ time of year 
for the short vacation. And 
sooner or later it seems th-t 
a lot of these travelers find 
their way down the dusty 
country road that leads to 
Possum Trot. 


Just during the past week 
or so, these visitors have come 


from all parts of Missouri and 


from Illinois, Iowa, Indiana 
and one or two other states. 
Many of them knew a surpris- 
ing amount about Possum Trot 
and asked after the health of 
Daisy and Ribbon, Tiger and 
Sugar, the tomcat. For many 
of them we marked a map 
showing what we feel are out- 
standing points of interest 
throughout the eastern Ozarks. 
One couple for whom we did 
this were a_ retired school 
teacher and his wife from Wis- 
consin who had first become 
Post-Dispatch readers in south- 
ern Illinois many years ago. 
They remained subscribers 
when they moved to Chicago 
and are still faithful readers 
now that they live in western 
Wisconsin. 


We make it a rule not to 
try to entertain large groups, 
for the simple reason that 
Possum Trot is no more than a 
small, modest farmstead with 
no facilities whatever for 
showing off. Yet last week did 
bring two groups here for a 
visit and we wouldn't have 
missed either of them. 


The first was the oldest, 
largest and perhaps only wom- 
en’s club in St. Louis devoted 
entirely to the cause of con- 
servation—the Marguerite 
Krueger Conservation Club. 
They came in mid-week on a 
magnificent October day when 
it was warm enough to be com- 
fortable outdoors and the char- 
coal fires we had made in a 
small New Orleans brazier and 
our big iron kettle were wel- 
come but hardly needed. 

We discussed Missouri's for- 
estry needs, the scholarship to 
Missouri University School of 


Forestry which the club is giv- 
ing, and the need for recrea- 
*tional areas in the Ozarks such 
as the one proposed for the 
Current and Eleven Point 
rivers. A highlight of the day 
was a fried chicken, potato 
salad and apple pie luncheon 
served by Alfred Moyer and 
his wife, 
prietors of an excellent res- 
taurant in Ironton. 


Our other group came on 
the weekend; 50 members of 
the Decatur Audubon Soci- 
ety who were making their 
autumn field trip. We had 
talked to this group in De- 
catur last spring, found that 
many of them were column 
readers and helped them 
plan a journey that would 
show them some high points 
of the Ozarks in autemn. We 
also included a bird walk at 
Possum Trot. Again the day 
worked out wonderfully well. 


When the bus and two or 
three cars arrived at 9 o'clock 
the sky was still cloudy and 
there was a chilly wind blow- 
ing; and again we had built up 
outdoor fires which were at 
least cheerful. But gradually 
the sun came out, the clouds 
lifted, the wind died and we 
ended up having a wonderful 
day. 

Among this group there were 
many competent and enthusi- 
astic birders and so, after a 
briefing on the history of Bell- 
view valley and the St. Fran- 
cois hills, we divided up into 
the “easy hikers” and the “rug- 
ged hikers” and set off on a 
round of the farm. There are 
handicaps to observing birds 
in large groups — but in this 
case the serious ornithologists 
like the Frank Irwins got out 
in front. And Tiger, not to be 
outdone by any group of Au- 
duboners, found four coveys of 
quail which he pointed in style 
and held until we flushed the 
birds. 


We couldn't find the blue. 


grosbeaks which had probably 
left for the southland. But 
there were red-tailed and 
Coopers hawks, turkey vul- 
tures, sora rails, a western 
meadowlark, the marsh wren 
and several of the rarer spar- 
rows. Back at the house we 
held quite an autographing 
party as some of the group got 
out their copies of our book 
“Country Year” to be signed, 
while others asked for copies 
from Ginnie’s small supply. 
When they climbed aboard 
their bus and headed for north- 
ern Illinois, we felt as if we 
had made 50 new friends.

Q. How far does the earth 
travel during its trip around 
the sun? 

A. The earth travels around 
the sun at the rate of 184 
miles a second. In one year it 
covers a distance of about 585,- 
000,000 miles. 


Q. How hot is the sun? 

A. At the surface the sun's 
heat averages a bit more than 
10,000 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
surface temperature differs; 
the sunspot areas are less hot. 

Scientists believe that the 
heat of the inside of the sun 
is far greater than the surface 
heat. The temperature at the 
center may rise to 50,000,000 
degrees. 


Q. How far is Saturn from 
th sun? 


A. On the average, the planet 
Saturn is about 887,000,000 


' Miles from the sun. When the 


earth is on the same side of the 
sun as Saturn, the distance 
from the earth to Saturn usual- 
ly is less than 800,000,000 miles. 

Saturn has an oval orbit. It 


travels around this orbit in rays. ;

In other words, 
one year on Saturn lasts as 
leng as 2042 of our years. 

Q. What is space made out of? 
A. Uf there is any space 
which is completely empty we 
May say that it is “made of 
nothing.” It is likely, how- 
ever, that extremely thin gases | 
spread through space. There ' 
is reason to believe that the 
thin, light-weight gas known 
as hydrogen occupies much of ' 

space. 

Rockets such as the “Pio- 
neer” will add more and more 
to our knowledge of the mate- 
rial in “outer space.” Besides 
learning about any thin gas 
between the earth and the 
moon, or between planets, we 
are likely to gain much more’ 
knowledge about dangerous-
